Question 1: Abolishing the 
state census. 

Summary: The proposed con- 
stitutional amendment would re- 
peal the constitutional provision 
that a state census be taken and 
used as the basis for determining 
state representative, senatorial 
and councillor districts. The 
amendment would provide that 
the federal census shall be the ba- 
sis for determining such dis- 
tricts.

Schools to shoulder 
most of budget cuts

The Board of Selectmen voted unanimous: 
ly Monday night on a proposal to cut $16,000 
from the town’s municipal maintenance ac 
count. At the same meeting, the School Com- 
mittee agreed to shoulder the remaining 
$429,000 worth of cuts needed to balance the 
town’s budget. The shortfall is a result of 
state cutbacks, 

Final approval of the cuts will be made by 
voters at the Nov. 18 Special Town Meeting. 

The selectmen, four School Committee 
members (Susan Poore and Richard Hubbell 
were absent) and the Finance Committee 
met Monday and agreed on a preliminary 
proposal to present to voters Nov. 13. 

James Barenboim, chairman of the Board 
of Selectmen, said Town Manager Buzz 
Stapezynski believes renovations planned 
for the police station can be made for less 
than originally budgeted because of the “cur-

10, to cancel “Damn Yankees” and the 
remaining two shows this month 
because of extremely low ticket sales.

Nancy Collins, chairwoman of the 
AEA board of trustees, said four shows 
planned for October was too aggres- 
sive for today’s sagging economy. 

The Russian folk dance troupe 
Lezginka performed Oct. 3, and the 
Oct. 16 performance of “Moscow 
Soloists” was canceled along with the 
Oct. 22 appearance of Ramsey Lewis 
and Billy Taylor.

It will take 
the center two to three weeks to make 
refunds. 

Ticket-holders are being asked if 
they’d consider donating the ticket 
refund back to the Collins Center, in 
which case they’d receive a tax 
deductible donation voucher. 

Although a fund-raising campaign 
has brought in $12,000 to the Collins 
Center, it is still short of covering the 
$100,000 deficit with which it started 
the season.

4 tbsp. butter,

Combine cranber- 
ry-orange relish and 
corn syrup in a small 
saucepan and heat to 
boiling.

keeping sides and 
ends even until fill- 
ing is used up, end- 
ing with a cake slice. 

Press the loaf 
together gently and 
refrigerate two 
hours until firm. 
With a small spatula, 
spread the chocolate 
frosting around the 
sides and top of cas- 
sata. 


Soften the choco- 
late bar slightly in 
the microwave and 
make chocolate 
shaving with a veg- 
etable peeler to deco- 
rate the top. Serves

Andover Bank and First Essex 
call off plans to merge 


Andover Bancorp Inc. and First Essex 
Bancorp Inc. jointly announced that they 
have by mutual agreement terminated their 
proposed merger. The merger was originally 
announced on Feb. 12. 

In a joint statement, Robert M. Henderson, 
chairman of the board and chief executive 
officer of Andover, and Leonard A. Wilson, 
president and chief executive officer of First 
Essex, stated as follows: 

“The regional economy has changed sig- 
nificantly since we first agreed to merge in 
February, as has the regulatory environment 
for the banking industry generally. Most 
New England thrift institutions, including 
Andover and First Essex, have experienced 
increases in non-performing assets, although 
both our companies continue to have capital 
ratios. that are well in excess of all current 
and proposed regulatory requirements. 

“While we continue to believe that the pro- 
posed merger offers significant advantages to 


our companies, the uncertainties inherent in 
the current climate make it impossible to be 
sure that the anticipated benefits of the pro- 
posed merger would be achieved. Moreover, 
the current climate is an extremely difficult 
one in which to complete a transaction. 
Accordingly, the boards of both companies 
have determined that it is in the best inter- 
ests of their respective shareholders not to 
proceed with the merger. 

“Despite this decision, our companies con- 
tinue to have high regard for each other and 
for the contributions each company makes to 
the communities we serve.”

Housework: A sure thing

Along with death and taxes, housework 
can be considered a sure thing. How our 
female ancestors coped with the inevitable 
demands of housekeeping is the subject of a 
new exhibit at the Andover Historical 
Society. “ ‘Fine Art in Drudgery’: Household 
Management, 1840-1940” is the title of the 
exhibit, which opens Wednesday, Oct.24, 
with a special reception from 5:30 to 7:30 p.m. 
The free event is open to the public and 
refreshments will be served. 


Objects from the society’s collections will 
illustrate how women managed an infinite 
litany of chores - cooking, baking, food 
preservation, dishwashing, laundry, ironing, 
mending and cleaning. The household advice 
books and cookbooks that poured from so 
many women’s inkwells in those years will 
also be on display. Advertisements and pho- 
tographs will help document the multiplicity 
of gadgets and inventions that promised to 
lighten the housekeeper’s burden. 


The title of the exhibit, “Fine Art in 
Drudgery,,” is taken from a chapter heading 
in a book by Marian Harland. 

Ms. Harland, whose real name was Mary 
Virginia Hawes Terhune, was one of 
America’s most popular writers in the sec- 
ond half of the 19th century. She produced 25 
novels, usually set in the antebellum 
Virginia of her girlhood, and a dozen vol- 
umes of travel and history, in addition to 
more than 25 books of household manage- 
ment. She was also a syndicated magazine 
columnist and writer of short stories. She 
asserted that, “The true lady leaves upon the 
most menial task the stamp of herself.” 


Ms. Harland’s career testifies to the pro- 
found changes in American culture from 1840 
to 1940. The Industrial Revolution and the 
Civil War were two of the important influ- 
ences that reached into every corner of daily 
life, including routine housekeeping tasks.

Before the 
Industrial Revolution, most people had few 
possessions and all of those were handmade. 

With the Industrial Revolution came an 
enormous increase in the quantity of what 
comedian George Carlin calls “stuff.” While 
Victorians were delighted by all their new 
“stuff,” the dreary reality emerged that every 
bit of it had to be cleaned, polished, repaired, 
dusted, waxed or otherwise tended to. To 
women fell this responsibility. 


Visitors to the Andover Historical 
Society's new exhibit, which runs through 
April 1991, can discover the weapons they 
used in the battle that never ends.

Drafted by the Jewish Agency 
in 1946 into its political apparatus, he direct- 
ed its Latin American department in New 
York from 1948 to 1960 and later Israel’s cul- 
tural relations with the Hispanic world, 
from Jerusalem. He was Israel’s ambas- 
sador to the Dominican Republic, Jamaica 
and Paraguay and a member of Israel’s dele- 
gation to the United Nations. 

A prolific writer and lecturer, Ambas- 
sador Varon wrote books in three languages 
and published articles in the New York 
Times, Boston Globe, Christian Science 
Monitor, Commentary, Midstream, 
Jerusalem Post and most Jewish periodi- 
cals, 

Now a history professor at Boston Uni- 
versity, he is an original and entertaining 
speaker, with his 11th commandment being,

Rev. Zaeder’s labor of love

Building stone walls during 
the summer has become, for the 
Rev. Philip Zaeder, a way of life 
as well as a break from the hec- 
tic clutter of the other three sea- 
sons. 

Rev. Zaeder, for the nine 
months of school, is occupied 
with grades 
and schedules 
and students. 

His official 
positions at 
Phillips Acade- 
my are English 
professor and 
Protestant 
chaplain — jobs 
that consume 
weekdays, weekends and nights. 

His remaining pockets of time 
are filled with student concerns; 
he is the organizer of the Senior 
Leadership Conference in the 
fall and the PA Walk For Hunger 
contingency in the spring, as 
well as the organizer of 
Andover’s Oxfam America and 
coach of the academy’s cycling 
team, 

But as soon as the busy school 
year is put away for the summer, 
Rev. Zaeder leaves Andover for 
the Milton, N.H., country life. 
There, amidst his garden and the 
woods and the pastures, Rev. Za- 
eder gets away from the notions 
of pedagogy and tragicomedy, 
sentence structure and student 
conferences. 

In these summer months, he 


PA’s Protestant

For 20 years, he has been re- 
assembling the weathered stone 
walls that were first constructed 
hundreds of years ago. He has 
built a mile of stone wall as a

and error to 
keep his prop- 
erty in repair. 

But he says 
he has found 


wards of stone- 
wall building 
surpass aes- 
thetic pleasure and physical ex- 
ertion. Rev. Zaeder finds a philo- 
sophical therapy in the construc- 
tion, an attraction to “something 
you can’t do quickly” that made 
him continue to build walls even 
after his property was repaired. 

He uses just a crowbar and his 
hands to place the stones. Rev. 
Zaeder spends hours to days to 
weeks creating foot after foot of 
wall. This is a seemingly rou- 
tineless routine for a man whose 
other life is so filled with struc- 
ture, 

But Rev. Zaeder’s intricate art 
is an order that mirrors his 
school year: his willingness to 
work hard and his addiction to 
the “labor of love.”

Mr. McCarron, who was unable to 
attend the 4 p.m. meeting, said he’s 
sure both sides of the CLT petition, 
which he supports, weren’t given fair 
representation. 

Steve Jankauskas, 42 Farrwood

School and spokesman for the teach- 
ers’ union, said the intent of the meet- 
ing was to educate union members 
during a regular union meeting. He 
said the public was invited as a cour- 
tesy. 

According to Selma Flieder, town 
facilities coordinator, the WMS audi- 
torium was reserved the afternoon of 
Sept. 27, by the teachers’ union for a 
regular meeting.

relationship between the district and 
Mr. Sagar,” read the minutes of a 
March 22, 1990, Cazenovia school board 
meeting. 

The minutes then went on to quote 
the provision in Mr. Sagar’s contract 
that outlined the procedures to be fol- 
lowed in considering termination of 
the agreement. 

Mr. Sagar, of Cazenovia, is one of 
three finalists for the superintendent- 
of-schools job here in Andover. He said 
this week that the minutes give a false 
impression of the actual circumstances 
and that he left Cazenovia to work on 
his doctoral dissertation and to work 
as an educational consultant. 

“T was availed of an opportunity that 
I don’t think comes around very often,” 
he said. “It was an opportunity for me 
to not only get the doctoral degree, but 
also for me to do some educational con- 
sulting.” 

Mr. Sagar had completed only the 
first year of a three-year contract when 
he resigned in June. He was paid 
$52,500, three-fourths of his $70,000 an- 
nual salary, for the second year as part 
of the settlement on his contract. 

“T wanted to have some income secu- 
rity, obviously,” Mr. Sagar said. 

But Cazenovia officials are not talk- 
ing about Mr. Sagar’s departure. Two 
members of the Cazenovia school 
board, the new superintendent of 
schools, the schools’ business manager 
and the lawyer for the Cazenovia 
school district all either declined to 
comment on Mr. Sagar’s departure or 
failed to accept or return telephone 
calls to the Townsman this week and 
last week. 

Some of those reached referred the 
calls to Dr. Lee Peters, district superin- 
tendent of the Board of Cooperative Ed- 
ucation Services. Dr. Peters was the 
consultant who screened the candi- 
dates for Cazenovia last year and rec- 
ommended Mr. Sagar for the job there. 
But he seemed surprised by the refer- 
rals. 

“The only real contact I had with 
Mr. Sagar is that I was a consultant for 
the board,” Dr. Peters said. “He came 
very highly recommended. He had ex- 
cellent relationships among the staff 
and board. 

“T thought he was an outstanding 
candidate. I do know that there was dis- 
cussion and that he resigned.” 

Regarding the second year salary 
settlement, Dr. Peters agreed that it is 
unusual for an official to get a settle- 
ment when the official is the one who 
wants out of the contract. 

“That would be a little unusual I 
think,” he said. 

“T still think the strengths I knew 
about when I recruited the man are 
still there,” Dr. Peters said. “He came 
recommended as very good with peo- 
ple, very bright.” 

Two members of the Cazenovia Par- 
ent Teachers Association also had good 
things to say about Mr. Sagar. 

“T found him to be a progressive edu- 
cator and a real mover and shaker,” 


said Robin Bilowski, co-vice president 


of the Cazenovia High School PTA. 

She cited his involvement in erect- 
ing a new school building for the town, 
which she said hasn’t had a new build- 
ing for 50 years. 

Mr. Sagar was a “refreshing change 
in a very, very conservative town,” ac- 
cording to Mrs. Bilowski. 

“T feel he got the short end of the 
stick here,” she said. 

The fact that Mr. Sagar is Jewish al- 
so may have caused some resentment 
from certain community members, 
Mrs. Bilowski said. 

“I’ve heard rumors his religion 
caused him trouble,” she said. 

But Dr. Peters said he had not heard 
anything ever mentioned about anti- 
semitism. 

“Tf I did you can be sure I'd be over 
there in a second,” the district superin- 
tendent said. 

Kathy White, the other vice-chair- 
person of the PTA, said she liked the 
way Mr. Sagar ran the school system. 

“He was a real hands-on superinten- 
dent. He was very involved. You al- 
ways saw him out and about, in the 
schools, in the community,” she said. 

There were two issues on which he 
and members of the school board dis- 
agreed, according to Mr. Sagar. 

Cazenovia for years has been deal- 
ing with deteriorating school build- 
ings, according to Mr. Sagar, and had 
studies done prior to his arrival. What 
he did was put a $22 million price tag 
on the recommendations made by a cit- 
izens group from those studies, accord- 
ing to Mr. Sagar. 

The second issue was over a teach- 
ers’ contract. 

Some members of the community 
and school board believed the raises on 
which Mr. Sagar was willing to agree 
were too high, he said. They were in 
the vicinity of 9 and 10 percent, accord- 
ing to Mr. Sagar. 

But a third issue had to do with le- 
gality of a meeting he had requested 
with the school board. He met with 
board officials outside the district and 
without public notice. 

“Tt was a meeting held that wasn’t 
scheduled to be held,” Mr. Sagar said. 

The subject of the meeting turned to 
his career options and the possible ter- 
mination of his contract, according to 
Mr. Sagar. 

He and the board then agreed to call 
the March 22 meeting to continue the 
discussions. But the minutes of the 
March 22 meeting misrepresent the in- 
tent of the discussions, according to 
Mr. Sagar, who said it was he who initi- 
ated talk of his leaving. 

“T was quite upset when it ended up 
in the newspaper,” he said. 

Mr. Sagar said that the local newspa- 
pers painted a poor picture of the nego- 
tiations and that he still has a lot of 
supporters in Cazenovia. 

“There are no quotes in those arti- 
cles,” Mr. Sagar said of the newspaper 
reports. “I think a lot of the reason no- 
body wants to talk to you is a lot of peo- 
ple feel very badly about that.”

He began teaching in the Syracuse

City School District in 1972. He was cer- 
tified as an accounting teacher and 
school administrator in 1975 and 
moved into the administrative offices 
that year. He received his superinten- 
dent certification in 1982. 

Mr. Sagar was superintendent of the 
Broadalbin-Perth School District for 
two and one half years, from 1987-1989, 
and of the Broadalbin School District 
for three and a half years before that. 

He began work on his doctoral dis- 
sertation in 1988. He has until July of 
1991 to complete the dissertation, but 
he said this week that he hopes it 
would be complete before he starts the 
job in Andover, should he get it. 

“Tf I start in January, I would hope 
to have it complete at that time,” Mr. 
Sagar said.

She talked during an interview last 
week about the current fiscal prob- 
lems, her accomplishments during 
eight years in office and her Republi- 
can rival. 

“IT feel Gary lacks credibility for a 
number of reasons,” Rep. Tucker said 
and mentioned his job and his experi- 
ence. Mr. Coon answered her charges 
in the profile on him in today’s Towns- 
man. 

“He’s implying that I have not 
worked on reforms and budget cuts. 
Nothing could be further from the 
truth,” she said. For months she 
helped write the budget reduction 
package, Rep. Tucker said. 

“To imply that I have not been 
working to reform and streamline 
state government is not only a misrep- 
resentation, it’s a lie,” she said. 

Mr. Coon has called for cuts in the 
budget, but Rep. Tucker said he is 
vague on where he would make those 
cuts. 

“T don’t think he represents the val- 
ues of this community in terms of edu- 
cation and environmental protection. 
I've never seen him involved in town 
government or community activities 
and I think that’s where you start out.” 
Fiscal mess 

Rep. Tucker blames a lot of the 
current negative attitude toward state 
government on talk shows and said the 
negativism is partly feeding on itself 
and makes her job more difficult. 

“It’s not Massachusetts, it’s the en- 
tire Northeast,” she said. “Contrary to 
popular opinion, New Hampshire is in 
worse shape than Massachusetts and 
people are beginning to realize that.” 
Her Record 

Rep. Tucker said she was one of the 
legislators who took Gov. Michael 
Dukakis to court to force him to return 
local aid to cities and towns last year. 
“I voted to override that veto,” she 
said. 

Rep. Tucker said she voted no on 
the original tax package last Novem- 
ber and worked against the 7 percent 
sales tax. 

She supported the liquor sales on 
Sunday within 10 miles of the New 
Hampshire border and while she was 
an advocate for the expansion of the 
service tax, she said she worked to pro- 
tect small businesses. 

“I, and a few other reps, insisted 
that there be an exemption for small 
businesses,” she said. “You want to 
protect the mom and pop and you want 
to protect the entrepreneurial spirit.” 

Since being elected in 1982 she has 
helped secure the state funding for the 
parking lot at Park Street Village, 
helped secure “millions for the water 
treatment plant,” and put a rider on a 
bill to make sure the library got extra 
money as a regional library. 

She has also worked for grants for 
the Andover Endowment for the Arts 
and to make sure the senior center has

Mr. Qureshi start- 
ed learning tabla at a 
very young age un- 
der the guidance of 
his father, Ustad Alla 
Rakha. His older 
brother, Zakir Hus- 
sain, also a tabla 
player, has given 
him encouragement 
and guidance and 
served as a role mod- 
el. Mr. Qureshi has 
accompanied many 
prominent musi- 
cians in India and 
abroad. 

The main body of 
the tabla is made of 
wood and to the right 
of the player, accord- 
ing to John Levy of 
Nonesuch Records. 
“Tt is tuned to the 
tonic or occasionally 
to the fourth or fifth 
(of a scale),” he said. 

The “banya” part 
of the instrument is 
metal and on the left 
of the musician; it 
produces the bass 
notes. 

The tabla’s “play-

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Coon blames Tucker for state budget woes

parts of Rep. Tucker's record he 
doesn’t like. 

“T wouldn’t have voted for that 
biggest tax package in the history of 
Massachusetts,” Mr. Coon said. 

Mr. Coon accused Rep, Tucker of 


“supporting the service tax as the “tax 


of the future,” while he said the state 
should be providing incentives for 
business rather than piling on more 
taxes, 

Rep. Tucker has gone along with tax 
votes without giving enough attention 
to the restructuring of government, 
Mr, Coon said. 

People are scared 

Mr. Coon pointed to the recent loss 
of Proposition 2 1/2 override questions 
in Lawrence as proof that people have 
_had enough of tax increases, 

The strong showing of John 
Desmond, Rep. Tucker’s Democratic 
rival who took the city of Lawrence by 
200 votes in the primary, was further 
evidence of dissatisfaction, according 
to Mr. Coon. 

Defends his business 

Rep. Tucker recently accused Mr. 
Coon of misrepresentation, calling 
himself a business owner when his 
office, at 860 Merrimack St. in 
Lawrence, is closed. 

He denies the charges that Essex 
Water Treatment Inc., his water treat- 
ment business, is closed, but said he 
has scaled back the business during 
the campaign. 

“It’s not an officially closed-down 
business,” Mr, Coon said. “What I do 
now is just respond to current cus- 
tomers in terms of service.” 

Mr. Coon started the business after 
finding a filtration and water softening 
product that solved a problem his par- 
ents were having at their cottage in 
Raymond, Maine. The filtration system 
worked so well that they bought a fran- 
chise from the company, according to 
Mr. Coon, He owns 20 percent of the 


business and holds the title of presi- 
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dent. 

“We had five telemarketers and five 
salespeople until this campaign start- 
ed,” he said. 

He cut the business back and closed 
the Lawrence office to spend more time 
on the campaign. He now works out of 
his parents’ house, where he stays, and 
is living off his savings and the money 
he gets from the occasional service 
request, he said. 

He would not disclose the number of 
customers he services or the revenues 
generated by the business. 

“We tend to, as a private business, 
keep these things private,” he said. 


Abortion 

“I'm personally opposed to abortion, 
but if a vote came up on a constitution- 
al amendment to ban abortion, I would 
vote no,” Mr. Coon said. 

He also said he would vote to sup- 
port a woman’s right to choose within 
the first 24 weeks of a pregnancy, the 
current position of the Supreme Court 
in Roe vs. Wade, if that decision were to 
fall back to the individual states. 

“T would vote within those parame- 
ters that we have now,” he said, and 
when further pressed added, “Yeah. 
Within 24 weeks.” 


But there is a place for “certain, rea- 
sonable requirements such as parental 
consent for minors,” he said. 

“My solution is to concentrate on 
trying to find ways to reduce the num- 
ber of women that have to face that 
option every year and the best way to 
do that I feel is through education and 
birth control.” 


Eight is enough 

“I would support an eight-year 
limitation on terms of state offices,” he 
said, 

A freshman legislator should be able 
to be effective fairly quickly and he 
would be no different, Mr. Coon said. 

He was asked if he thought experi- 
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ence in office didn’t have some value. 

“Not with the results that we’ve 
seen,” he said. 
Education 

Mr. Coon said education will be one 
of his priorities if he’s elected. 

“T’m not going to take a back seat to 
Sue Tucker on the education issue by 
any stretch of the imagination,” he 
said. 

Mr. Coon was asked what his opin- 
ion was of the opportunity a few years 
ago for Andover to become involved in 
the collaborative school. 

“That would have been a very expen- 
sive proposition and it’s probably for- 
tunate for our community that we 
didn’t get involved with that,” he said. 


Campaign 

Mr. Coon spends about 50 hours a 
week on his campaign, he said, much of 
that time going door to door. 

“T’ve been very well received. In fact, 
that’s my favorite part of the campaign, 
going door to door,” he said. “I’ve lost 
about 10 pounds. 

“T’ve covered a good 70 percent (of 
the district). I've knocked on a heck of a 
lot of doors and will continue to right 
up to Nov. 6.” 

Mr. Coon said his campaign had 
spent about $5,000 up through the pri- 
mary. His campaign manager is Wendy 
Wakeman. 

A reception for Mr. Coon, sponsored 
by Charles Dalton and Susan Poore, is 
being held at the Lanam Club this 
Sunday, Oct. 21. 


Personal 

Mr. Coon was born in Sacramento, 
Calif., and lived in Cincinnati, Ohio, 
before moving to Andover where he 
graduated from high school in 1982. He 
has two younger sisters, Jill and Shari. 

Mr. Coon was a member of the 
National Honor Society at Andover 
High School and earned his varsity let- 
ter in track. 

Also in high school he began to 
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invest in stocks and said it was not 
unusual for him to spend his break 
from Cole’s hardware store, over at 
Ford’s Coffee shop poring over a Wall 
Street Journal. 

“T ended up financing 50 percent of 
my Babson education” through the 
investment profits, Mr. Coon said. 

He graduated from Babson College 
in Wellesley in 1987 with a bachelor’s of 
science degree in business manage- 
ment with an emphasis’ on 
entrepreneurial studies and invest- 
ments. 

He took a year off after his junior 
year at Babson to travel with “Up With 
People,” an entertainment group that 
travels worldwide. 


He was president of the Society for 
the Advancement of Management, a co- 
founder/director of the Babson 
Entrepreneurial exchange, which now 
boasts 400 members, and a member of 
the cross country track team while in 
college. 

He is a member of the Greater 
Lawrence Chamber of Commerce and 
Chairman of the Andover Republican 
Town Committee. 

After finishing school, he went to 
work for Venture Economics, a busi- 
ness he had started working for part 
time as a student. 

“They’re sort of the industry watch- 
dog with what takes place in the ven- 
ture capital industry,” Mr. Coon said. 
“I worked for Venture Economics as a 
research analyst.” 

From there he went to work for Zero 
Stage Capital, a venture capital firm, 
as an investment analyst. 

“T worked for them for over a year,” 
he said, before starting his own busi- 
ness. 

His interest in politics came from 
his grandfather Phelps, his mother’s 
father, who was a big Democrat in 
Indiana. 

“T would say he is a major influence 
on my life,” Mr. Coon said. 
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
